
BRUTAL
LATE BULLETIN: Fred Hors­ 
ley, husband of Mrs. Maudie 
Lee Horsley who was mur­ 
dered during the early Mon- 
day morning hours, was still in 
custody of Torrance police on 
an, open charge Wednesday 
afternoon. Det. Capt. Ernie 
Ashton stated that he would 
see the deputy district at­ 
torney first thing this morning, 
Thursday, to see if a complaint 
would be issued. Horsley main­ 
tained steadily that an intru- 
d«r ambushed his wife and 
killed her.

Police are still trying, to determine who the murderer is 
in the brutal killing of an'attractive 35-year-old Torrance 
housewife.

Found lying in the kitchen of her home in a pool of blood 
at about 1:45 early Monday morning was Mrs. Maudie Lee 
Horsley, wife of f red Horsley, 322 I W. 190th st.

There were severe strangulation marks on the side of the 
neck and several finger nail scratches on the face and neck. 
Death was apparently caused by strangulation, resulting from 
a blow which severed the wind-pipe, causing internal h^mnrrb-^o and 
strangulation, the autopsy revealed, according to Det. Capt. Ernie 
Ashton of the Torrance Police Department.

Three men were held for questioning, two of whom were subse­ 
quently released. Booked on an open charge of investigation was 
the dead woman's husband, Fred, 36.

Two other mon, Dallas H. Morris, 19, of 1728 Abalone ave., Tor­ 
rance, and Robert Lee Cody, 20, of Indiana, were picked up but then 
released, after being able to account satisfactorily for their where­ 
abouts at the time of the murder, according to Ash ton.

Morris, however, was re-arrested by Manhattan police on a $!() > 
traffic warrant.

The ordinance will 
come up for second ami final- 
reading Tuesday.
